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FORTY MINUTE DEMONSTRATION WHEN WOOD 
WAS MENTIONED—LOWDEN DRAWS A 
TREMENDOUS APPLAUSE. 


EVERY GROUP AT G. O. P. MEET HAS SHARE OF FAMOUS MEN

COLISEUM, CHICAGO, June l l . — Up to noon today the republican 
national convention had heard General Wood and Governor Lowden placed 
in nomination and was proceeding toward the nomiation speeches for 
Senator Johnson. 
An uproarious 40 minute demonstration 
followed 
the nomination of General Wood by Henry Allen, Governor of Kansas, 
Frank Knox of New Hampshire, the Wood floor leader and Mrs. Douglas 
the Wood seconding speeches. 
The Lowden supporters apparently were as well organized for dem­ 
onstrations as the Wood forces, and they carried on an uproar, on the 
floor and in the galleries. 
Miss Dorothy Disney, a daughter of a Muskogee, Oklahoma delegate 
was carried about the hall on the shoulders of two of the Oklahoma del­ 
egates.The Lowden procession seemed to be making some accessions of sup­ 
porters from the various state spaces, as it moved about the hall, the 
Connecticut! delegates' fell in with it. 
The Illinois, Iowa, Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Kentucky and Connecticutt delegates showed up among the 
Lowden partisans in the parade. 
Some of the delegates chairs were overturned as the parade became 
more riotous and there was much mashing of straw hats as the enthus­ 
iasts pushed their way through the crowded floor. 
Fifteen minutes after 
the demonstration began it apparently was gaining headway and Senator 
Lodge was making no effort to stop it. 
In the galleries there was a lot 
of noise, but at first not the coordinate cheering which had marked the 
Wood demonstrating. 
Presently, however, some Lowden cheer leaders 
got busy and loosed repeated cheers from the galleries. 
Apparently there were upwards of 200 delegates and maybe more 
taking part in the Lowden rumpus, which went on past the 25 minute 
mark without a sign,of abatement. 
At half hour the parading was about 
broken up, but the noise was still vociferous. 
Someone turned on the light once more, and presently the procession 
began to reorganize, this time getting together more with its shouting and 
falling into a sing song of “ we want Lowden”. 
It was taken up by the 
galleries. 
A group of Oklahoma delegates buried the harmony by intro­ 
ducing a refrain “ Lowden, Lowden, Frank O. Lowden.” 
By a rising vote and in a roar of applause the convention early in 
its session adopted a resolution offered by Alexander P. Moore of Pitts- j 
burg, expressing “ inexpressible loss” over the death of Theodore Roose- ; 
velt. 
Mrs. Douglas Robinson, still mourning for her brother, Colonel t 
Roosevelt, took the platform to second* General Wood’s nomination, the j 
first woman ever to perform that function in a national convention. 
S h e t 
got a rousing ovation when introduced by Senator Lodge. 
.To stop the I 
demonstrations, Mrs. Robinson raised her hand. 
“ I can speak to you as j 
one of the mothers of New York state,” she said “who knows it was* 
because of the foresight and courage of Lieutenant Wood, that their sons 
went overseas fit fighting machines and not as cannon fodder.” 
With j 
em phatic gestures, Mrs. Robinson said: 
“ We must have the kind of a man for president, who will look from 
America out, and not from Europe in.” 
“ No man can tell,” said Mrs. Robinson, “ that had Theodore Roose- j 
velt or Leonard Wood have been in the W hite House, the Germans would I 
have marched through Belgium to nothing more than the ringing words I 
of a protest. 
We never want again & man who wait* between right anc 
neutrality.” 
Representative Rodenberg, making his nominating speech for Gov­ 
ernor Lowden, got his great applause when he came to his enconium of 
Governor Lowden, as a business man and an adm inistrator of ability 
in economic and financial lines. 
As the unbossed convention rolled on, everything according to sched­ 
ule, Senators Lodge and Smoot of the old republican school sat side by 
side, behind the chairman’s table.

COLISEUM, CHICAGO, June l l . — The big three— Lowden, Johnson 
and Wood— were all placed in nomination before the republican con­ 
vention today. 
During the first four hours of a sweltering session, each 
of the nominations was accompanied with tumultou3 demonstrations on 
the floor and in the galleries in which the usual scenes of marching, 
shouting, sweating delegates prancing about the hall, carried flags, ban­ 
ners and likenesses of their favorite candidate were witnea*?d. 
Forcing the convention along at express speed to make up for the 
time lost in settlement of the treaty issue, efforts were made to hold the 
time given for dem onstrations down to a minimum. 
Seconding features 
were limited to five minutes and two minutes, when there were more 
than two seconds. 
The effort was to reach the balloting before the ad­ 
journm ent tonight. 
All the nominating speakers got ready for responses 
from the convention. 
Charles Wheeler, of California, who nominated Johnson got roars 
and cheers from the convention when he referred to the Wilson Admin­ 
istration, as the “ royal family,” and by inference to William G. McAdoo, 
as the “Crown Prince.” 
But when Wheeler referred to Senator Johnson as having had an 
inadequate campaign fund, the crowd let go a round of booes, jeers and 
guffaws, the Johnson forces broke through and Wheeler finished at 1:16 
o’clock. 
A big picture of the California candidate was unfurled from 
the gallery rail facing the speakers platform and many smaller pictures 
were ranged along the rail and the convention floor became a picture 
of pandemonium.

June I .— Curtail­ 
ment of approximately 35 per cent 
in the scheduled production of pas­ 
senger automobiles will be neces­ 
sary because of the present econom­ 
ic 
conditions, 
it 
is estimated 
by 
manufacturers. They are willing to 
co-operate to this extent to bring 
about the deflation of currency and 
prices necessary to restore conditions 
more nearly normal. 
Financial and transportation dif­ 
ficulties have made necessary read­ 
justment of production programs. In 
the first place it is impossible to 
get to the factories the supplies nec­ 
essary to operate as extensively as 
proposed earlier in the year. In th e> 
second place, the decision of the J 
federal reserve board to hold down 
credits will militate against them. 
Bankers feel that too many pas­ 
senger automobiles are being bought J 
on 
credit and 
they contend that 
many persons buying cars cannot 
actually afford them. They also as­ 
sert that a considerable percentage 
of the cars in use are non-essential.! 
Upon this argument they base their 
decision to curtail automobile cred­ 
its. The manufacturers do not agree 
that passenger cars are any less es­ 
sential than telephones or typewrit­ 
ers, but they are not diposed to 
assume a pugnacious attitude. They

The popular mind often fails to 
give proper credit to local insti­ 
tutions and industries. They are in 
our midst and we forget to recog­ 
nize them* as vital factors in main­ 
taining the strength of the com­ 
munity. 
Few people, I dare say, have lived 
in Ada for any length of time with­ 
out hearing mention 
of the Oil 
Mill and, also, few people have ever 
found opportunity, or taken oppor- 
tnity to visit the mill and find out 
what it really is. 
The Osage Cotton Oil company 
owns the local mill. Their main work 
begins in the fall just as soon as 
the cotton comes in and continues 
throughout the cotton season until 
late in the winter 
The chief product of the mill is 
cotton seed oil. The mill here pro 
duced 452.000 gallons of this pro­ 
duct last season. The gross sales 
from this amounted 
to 
$800,000. 
There is not a housewife but that 
realizes the value of cotton seed 
lard and cooking oil. Hog lard is 
costlier and is less preferable in 
many households. 
The next important product is 
cotton seed meal and cake. This is 
fed to livestock. All cattle ovrners 
know its fattening power. It is also 
fed to other kinds of farm animals. 
The local sales from this product 
last season amounted to $300,000. 
The last and least important pro­ 
duct is cotton seed hulls. This is fed 
to cattle a a rule. The sales from 
this amounted to $25,000. 
The mill here not only takes care 
of the cotton seed in the immediate 
surroundings of Ada but, for at 
least 50 miles around, cotton seed 
is shipped in. Thus, you see, it is 
an industry of note and one that the 
city should point to with pride. 
During the running season the 
mill employs two shifts of men, 
each shift consisting of 40 men. 
During the idle period about 20 
men are employed to repair the 
mill in various parts. You see from 
this that the employment that it 
gives to our population is an item. 
The men at the mill now’ are in 
the midst of the repairing period.

Admission. 
Students may be admitted to the 
first year of the Normal preparatory

quired entrance examination.
